Bachelor of Sacred Theology 


The basis for admission to the course leading to this — 
degree is graduation (with a degree) from a college of liberal — 
arts and science registered by the Board of Regents. The ~ 


course requires three years of study. 


Master of Sacred Theology 


The basis for admission to the course leading to this degree 
is the possession of the degree of S.T.B., or an equivalent at- 
tainment. The course requires one year (beyond the S.T.B.) 
of resident study. 


Doctor of Sacred Theology 


The basis for admission to the course leading to the degree 
of S.T.D. is the possession of the degree of S.T.M., or an 
equivalent attainment. The course requires one year (beyond 
the 8.T.M.) of resident study. 


Degrees in Religious Education. The Biblical Seminary 
also offers courses leading to the degrees of Bachelor of Re- 
ligious Education, Master of Religious Education, and Doctor 
of Religious Education.

COURSES 


The courses offered include: English Bible, Homiletics and 
Pastoral Theology, Religious Education, Phonetics and Mis- 
sionary Linguistics, Sociological Visits. 

Courses are arranged in two sessions of three weeks each. 
Each part is complete in itself, yet co-ordinated and progres- 
sive throughout the entire term. Those not able to take the 
full term’s work of six weeks may enter June 19 or July 10 for 
a three-week session. 

Each course requires consecutive daily work for three weeks, 
with one or two recitation periods a day as indicated by the 
schedule. 

A minimum of twelve hours of class work a week is required 
to obtain student rates. 

Credits earned in the Summer Term are full equivalents of 
similar credits in regular terms for like time values.

Advanced Degrees in Religious Education

the State of New York. 


Master of Religious Education 


Students who possess a regular collegiate degree from a college 
registered by the Board of Regents may be admitted to the 
course in The Biblical Seminary leading to the degree of 
M.R.E. This requires the successful completion of the course 
of study and the presentation of a thesis. 


Doctor of Religious Education 


Advanced students who hold the degree of M.R.E. may be ad- 
mitted to the course leading to the degree of D.R.E., which 
requires a minimum of two full years of resident graduate 
study, as arranged in accordance with the student’s needs and 
interests, and the presentation of a thesis. 


Application for Admission. Anyone who desires to enroll 
as a student in The Biblical Seminary should present to the 
Dean or Registrar a formal application for admission, using 
the regular application blank provided for this purpose. 


All academic records of courses completed in other institu- 
tions by candidates for degrees in The Biblical Seminary must 
be approved by the Board of Regents. The credits are evalu- 
ated through the office of the Dean of The Biblical Seminary. 


The Degree of Bachelor of Religious Education. It is 
possible to earn the degree of B.R.E. in The Biblical Seminary.
